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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1, 6-16, 19-28, and 35-37 are pending in the instant application file. 
Amendments 

The amendment filed on April 27, 2010 has been acknowledged and has been 
entered into the instant application file. 

Previous Claim Objections 

Claims 1,2,6, 8, 9, 1 6, 1 9, 24-28, 35, and 37 were previously objected to for 
containing elected and non-elected subject matter. 

The search has been expanded to encompass the full scope of the claims, and 
the objection is withdrawn. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1, 6, 8, 9, 16, 35, and 37 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The Applicant has deleted the indefinite subject matter, and the rejection is 
withdrawn. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1, 6, 8, 9, 16, and 37 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Prabhakar et al. (Bioorganic & Medicinal Chemistry Letters, 
1998, 2725-2730). 

The unpatentable subject matter has been deleted from the claims, and the 
rejection is withdrawn. 
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Expansion of Search 

The scope of the search has been expanded to encompass the full scope of 
claim 1.

Claims 1,6-16, 19-28, and 35-37 are allowed.
